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RAILWAYMEN SUPPORTING MINERS. 


No Unemployment Allowances. 


( Reuter's Service.) 


London, April:3. 
The Government. has decided that miners’ striking are not 
éntitled to the unemployment allowances, on the ground that uno- 
employment atises out of a trade dispute. . Moetings of. Railwaymen 
at Birmingham, Newcastle, Derby, Romford, Sheffield, and Ldeds 
and of the Southern Federation, the last-named representing 100,000, 
to-day passed a resolution in favour of supporting the miners. Mast 
of the resolutions indicated support even to striking. 


« All Means of Transport Must be Stopped.” 


London, April 3. 

At meetings of the transport, works and railwaymen in London 
and other centres to-day, the speakors strongly: favoured action in 
Bupport of the miners, declaring that if other unions allowed the 
miners to be beaten ‘they would be attacked and beaten in turn. 
‘Mr. Cramp, Secretary of the Railwaymen‘’s Union, said at: 
Birmingham that if he felt that the Triple Alliance were sotid, he 
would do his utmost to gét every man to atop work immediately, 
It was an heroic thing to lead men to battlo, but foolish to lead then 
into a ditch, For success a]t means of transport must be stopped. 

Orders restricting the consumption of coal have been issued. 
Domeatic supplies are limited to 1 ewt, weekly and industrial con- 
sumption generally to halfthe normal, .

DESPERATE TURCO-GREEK ENCOUNTER. 


Greeks Capture Hill, but Casualties Heavy. 


Constantinople, April 3. 

A desperate Turco-Greck struggle ix proceeding in North 
Kakishenr, Anatoli. ‘the Turks are in’ a strong position between 
Bozeyuk and Kovalitsa, where they have concentrated their main 
force of about twenty thousand, They are well supplied with artillery 
and ammunition, including several 6-in howitzers, which are well 
served. The Greek left wing is held up, but the right, after three 
days’ fighting, capturec Kovalitsa Hill and forced back the Turkish 
left. Itis reported that the Greek casualties total soven thousand. 


CHINESE LEGATION AT ROME.

Thieves visited the Chinese Legation last night and opened a 
case belonging to the Charge d'Affaires, Mr. Tang, which had 
contained a box of ancient jewellery valued ut a milliog lire, tut 
fortunately the bax had been removed for safe custody. The thieves 
searched many rooms and stole several valises, hoping that they 
contained valuables, but abandoned them in the garden after opening. 
The police think that they will soon be able to arrest the thieves.

with German prosperity, with a sliding-scale based not only upon 
exports, but upon internal taxation compared with other countries,

‘WHAT ‘IRELAND WANTS. 


Archbishop Mannix In 
Edinburgh, 


’ Arcbbishop Mannix, the 
Australian prelate, whose visit to 
the United Kingdom has attract. 
eda good deal of interest, ad- 
dressed a gathering of supporters 
jn the courtyard of St Ann's 
Roman Catholic School, FEdin- 
burgh. Except that the weathor 
was rather cold, the playground 


“flanked as it is by high tene- 
ments, made an excellent 
audi orium—although it could 
not afford the elegance’ or com-" 
fort of the Usher Hall. But 
there was no lack of enthusiasm, 
and the audience which number- 
ed fully 3000, included contin- 
‘ gents from the surrounding dis- 
tricts and from Glasgow. Irish. 
flags and Irish emblems were 
much in evidence, and the 
Archbishop lad may listeners at 
the windows of the houses in 
the vicinity. An overflow meet- 
ing was held in St Patrick's 
_ Churchyard. 

For fully an hour and a half he. 
‘discoursed on Lreland's wors. <n 
eloquent speaker, his address 
was liberatly interspersed with 


the humoor. for which his coun.’ 


trymen aro noted, and persuasive 
appeals, on behalf of Irish i nde- 
pendence intruded itself now 
and ‘again in .the- course of his 
lengthy indictment of “ England.” 

An address cf welcome frori 
the Irish race in Scotland was 
presented to the Archbishop by 
Mr. Shaun O'Shea in which re- 
ference was made to the wark of 
his Grace for the recognition of 
the Republic. It expressed the 
hope that he would live to sec 
the realisation of a dream of 
nearly $00 years, 

Accompanying the Archbishop 
were Bishop Graham. Edin- 
burgh; Bishop Cotter, Ports 
mouth; and Monseigneur Morris 
V.G., St. Patrick’s Edinburgh. 
Bishop Graham, who presided, 
said they were all aware why 
the meeting was being held in 
the open instead of in one of the 
public halls or other buildings. 
If the intention was to prevent 
them from securing a 
place in which the claims 
of Iroland could be stated, 
they had not succeeded. (Ap- 
plause.)) Dr. Mannix was. ‘a 
champion of the people; le was 
only putting into practice the 
principle of government for the 
people hy the people. The soul 
and spirit of the Frish people 
could nover be crushed,

Though the details of the very 
important programme to be 
arranged for the Imperial visit 
have not yet beon completely 
settled, it is expected that H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales will go to 
welcome the Imperial Visitor to 
Great Britain. 


The two Princes will travel to 
London together. 

While in London the Crown 
Prince will be the guest of Their 
Majesties tha King and Queen at 
Buckingham Palace for three 
days. He will then be the guest 
of the British Government for a 
woek at a London residence not 
as yet decided upon. : : 

Tho programme .of entertain- 
ment. so far arranged includes 
three State Banquests, the first 
givon by H. M. The King at 
Buckingham Palaco on the night 
of the Prince's arrival in London, 
the second given by the Prince 
of Wales, and the third by the 
British Government. 

There will also be a banquet 

and reception at the Guildhall 
given in honour of the Crown 
Prince by the Lord Mayor of 
London, a banquet and reception 
at the Japanese Embassy, and 
entertainments arranged by the 
Japan Society and by Japanese 
residents in London. : 
. When the visit to London is 
completed, His Imperial Higlr- 
ness will make a tour of the 
provinces, visiting some of the 
big educational and industrial 
centres, as well as places of 
historic interest. — 

The Crown Prince is expscted 
to stay in Great Britain for three 
weeks, after which he will pay 
visits to France and other 
European countries, travelling 
incognito.

THE COAL STRIKE, | 

The situation in regard to the coal strike is aggravated 
by the news that in consequence of the Federation's re- 
presentations, to which intimidation is. stated to have been 
added in some cases, the majority of the pumpmen have 
withdrawn, Several collieries are reported to have al- 
ready been permanently ruined, while hope of others has 
been abandoned. ‘Thus we are threatened with the kind 
of disaster to which the Premier referred at the time of 
the strike in the aututim, when he stated that flooding of 
the mines “meant that they would be destroyed for ever- 
more.” One has come to discount Mr. Lloyd George's 
assertions suinewhat, but in the present case there is too 
“much reason to apprehend that the words are something 
more than rhetorical flourish. Such an abandonment. of 
the mines is far more disastrous than scores of acts of 
sabotage, 

_ There are other factors that might have given the 
miners pause in their own interests.  Biy profits from 
exports are a thing of the past, and either wages must 
come down or prices must be largely increased’ to the home 
consumer. One of the most disturbing factors is that 

; Belgium has so far recovered from the ravages of war as 
to be able not only to supply her own needs, but to export 
considerable supplies. “In Fraie there is a glut of German 
coal, ‘while America has entered into heavy contracts to 
supply the Scandinavian countries. The contracts are 
-being carried out so expeditiously that’ very little British 
coal 1s required or‘asked for, Ata meeting of coalowners 
recently held to consider arrangements consequent upon 
de-control, more especially in regard to selling prices, the 
practically unanimous feeling was expressed that prices 
should not be increased, and so fur from there being any 
intention to raise prices, the. majority of the owners 
to the consumer was 
The miners have a just claim to the wages which the 
industry can afford, the more so considering the dangerous 
nature of their occupation; but it luoks as if, in the 
‘discussions preceding the strike, the position of affairs 
was incorrectly represented: by one of the Federation 
leaders, Mr. Vernon llartshorn, M.P., who stated 
that the “only proposal made to the workmen at present 


~ involved a reduction of 100 million in wages, Aud an in- 


crease of profits from 27 millions to 80 millions a year.” 
To this the Miners’ Association of Great Britain (the 
owners’ organisation) replied that Mr. Hartshorn’s state- 
‘nent’ was absolutely devoid of foundation. “Indeed, it 
would be hard to design a more complete misrepresentation 
of-the fact,” says the Association, “and if Mr. Hartshorn 


, Will consult any of his colleagues who have taken part in 


‘these conversations (the discussions of the Joint Committee 
of the-Association and the Federation), he will learn. that 
he is alone in holding so fanciful a view of what is under 
“consideration.” ‘The Association proceeds to state that 
Mr. Hartshorn has apparently taken as his criterion the 
extraordinary figures for the September quarter when 
inflated export prices provided the Government with large 
ofits. We have uot the latest..details, and consequently 
jpeak with reserve. It does seem, though, as if misrepre- 
@entations like that which seems to have occurred here 
contribute not a little to industrial unrest. 


NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Our Fire Brigade. 

We want to pen 4 few more 
words about the Fire Brigade, 
because we have beon led from 4 
recent official statement to expect 
that Mr. Wolfe, who has just re- 
turned . from leave, will go 
thoroughly inte the whole ques- 
tion in the near future. Itis a 
acrious matter for any community 
when its fire-fighting service is 
not what it should be, and that is 
the stusGon in which, for a 
variety of reasons, Hongkong 
finds itself today. We have 
an impression that the 
Fire Brigade _—hero has 
beon starved. Instead of being 
regarded as ono of our most 


important departments, it has} 


‘been. mote or less negtected. 
When we have advocated whole- 
sale reform we have done go 
because of what we have boen 
told of the Brigado’s shortcomings 


by ‘those who have suffered there-| ’ 


from. We put above all elso 
the necessity of a reorganisation 
of the Brigade in the: matter of 
officering and personnel.. We 
have not enough real firemen 
here and the faw we have are not 
in the positions of authority 
which they should rightfully 
occupy. 


Committee Needed. 


But wo fear that reorganisation 
at this end is not likely to come 
from investigations, however 
thorough in other ways, carried 
out by one who is the present 
nominal head, What we urge is 
that a Cominittee be appointed, 
inckuding business men, repro- 
sentatives of fire insuranco com- 
panies and one or two Govern- 
mont officials, to report on the 
whole question. Such a Committee 
should have the power to 
call evidence from, amongst 
othors, the experls at present in 
the Brigade, and after -discover- 


ing the necessities of the service 
should recommend ways and 
means of reforming the Brigade 
and of securing adequato equip- 
ment, both for the harbour and 
the land branches of the force.’ 
Let the whole matter be critical- 
ly gone into and a real effort 
mado to bring the Brigade up-to- 
date from every point of view. 
The Chamber of Commerce might 
well take the lead by asking for 
some such enquiry. 


Suspicious. 


We notice from Home papers 
that Ludendorff, Ruppecht, Hoff- 
and other former Generals of the 
Imperial German General Staff 
are &still urging the Allies to 
permit Germany to raise a huge 
army so as to be in a position to 
fight off Bolshevism, Their pleas 
have a slightly suspicious ring, 
and it-behoves the Allies to watch 
their steps. Rupprecht Ludendorff, 
and Hoffmann seem to be having 
a pretty easy time of it for 
militarists and junkers in a brand 
new Republic. Bona: fide revolu- 
tionary Republics are not in the 
habit of being.so kind to their 
former oppressors and. masters. 


These ex-Generals live in ease 
and’ comfort in a land where there 
is much hunger and actual starv- 
ation. They are even sought 
for advice on State matters. The 
dramatic trial of these men for 
provoking war and leading men 
to slaughter still hangs fire. An 
opportunity to raise an effective 
army, granted by the Allied 
Council, might very easily result 
in something quite different from 
fighting off Bolshevism.

CURRENT COIN. 


(By “Mercator.”) 


-It is not kown generally in 


commercial circles that the Cuban | 4, 


Government have now indefinitely 
prohibited the importation of rice 
into the country. It will be re- 
called that the embargo was firat 
placed till the end of December, 
at the expiry of which period it 
was found-that thore were stocks 
in the warehouses at Havana 
to last -for at. - least . an- 
other four months or more. 
The embargo was, therefore; 
prolonged till the end of March, 
but news now comes. that the 
Government of Cuba have been 
compelled to indefinitely extend 
the embargo in. view of the fact 
that the visible supplies are 
ample for ‘many months. This 
news will be a shock to thosd 
rico exporters who have been 
expecting to do some business 
this month with Cuba. It 
is expected that by the middie of 
May the present stocks in the 
warehouses of Havane will have 
been consumed, Seventy-five 
per cent. of the stocks of rice at 
the time the embargo came into 
force, namely last September, 
hag been consumed. In addition 


to the balance of twenty-five per] 


cent. thera has come into Havana 
during the period a considerable 
quantity of rice ‘that bad been 
purchased for Cuba in Hongkong, 
Liverpool, Saigon and Burma, 
just before the ombargo was 
placed and which had to be 
allowed into the country when the 
importation of the. cereal was 
prohibited, as the exporters and 
importers satisfied-the authorities 
that these supplies were purcha- 
sod before the embargo, and could 
not be shipped earlier owing to 
the shipping scarcity. It is 
estimated. that at least ten per 
cent, of the quantity that was 
calculated in September last has 
been added to the stocks, making 
it necessary for the Cuban Govern- 
ment to continue the ombargo in 
the interests of the country, 
o . ge. 


The Cuban Government have 
taken very radical measures tor 
relieving the congestion of 
cargo. In the case of those 
morchants who had failed 
to clear their goods out of the 
Customs House, their cargo was 
taken and stored in tho opon air 
covered on top with tarpaulins, 
and after a short period. put 
up to auction, Thus’ the con- 
gestion was relieved.

There are great 
opportunities in Cuba, and when 
the embargo on rice is removed a) 
good business should bo done by 
Hongkong exporting houses with 
that country. -

The entire absence of business 
in the Colony has engendered a 
mild boomlet in shares, and the 
prices: of sonie stocks, notably 
Cements, Lands, Sugars and 
others have registered substantial 
advances. There is. little to 
justify the present values, and 
the bubble should burst soon. 
Tho reason for the activity on the 
Stock Exchange is that a number 
of Chinese have money lying idle 
in their hands as there is no 
export and import trade, 
and they are utilising 
their funds at present in share 
speculations. Money is plentiful 
outside, the Chinese banks giying 
accommodation at seven per cent. 
With the Exchange banks con- 
ditions ate not so easy, money 
being somewhat tight with them. 
Accommodation is not so easy to 
obtain from the Exchange Banks, 
and ~- where these Banks 
demand from their constituents 
a margin of twenty per cent. 
for - opening letters of 
the other Banks are not insisting 
on: this prerequisite, it being 
felt that the shaky firms have 
been eliminated, and those that 
are. weak and have not put up 
their shutters are known to the 
Banks. ;

There is little to report in the 
markets. Prices of all com- 
modities continue low. There is 
very little improvement in the 
export trade, while imports 
are negligible. =A good 
business was done last 
week in- cotton yarn, the 
transactions. running into twa 
million dollars.

15,000 bales were 
put-through. The enquiry eman- 
ted from: the interior, and sales 
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were made from stook. In piece- 
goods there ie no - animation, 
dealers. witholding their hands:

A Benares correspondent Rives 
an account of the non-co-op- 
erators excesses it connection 
with the Benares Sanskrit 
examinations, and says:-- Par 
from being non-violent force and 
coercion were used to keep away 


the examinees, Even when Pan- 
dit Madan Mohan Malaviya 
intervened’ urging those youths 
to give up all picketting’ and 
their violent methods of keeping 
the siudent away from the 
examination, all his sacrifices 
and services to the country were 
forgotten, antl he was made the 
subject of seurnlus abuse, 


There have been instances in 
which outstation examinees have 
been barred and bolted within 
bouses in which they were put- 
ting npand their hands ‘tied at 
their-backs. One favourite me- 
thod was pilfering with admis- 
sion slips and tearing them up. 
Even the teachers were handled 
roughly when the examinees 
secured their help.. A police 
guard was requisitioned by the 
Principal of the College as’ a 
certain number of these non-co- 
operators rushed into the college 
hall to force the examinees to 
leave and refused to quit whon
